Moosomin, N. W. T.—One of the most 
horrible and sbocking tragedies’ in 
ths annals of Western Canada was 
enacted about 14 miles from this town 
eaibout 12 or 1 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, where Alexander McArthur 
(post-master of Welyn and eight 
mémbers of his family were brutally 
butchered. Mrs. McArthur aad two 
boys were killed outright. McArthur 
and Russel McArthur have since died 
and three other members of the family 
lie at the point of death. The eldest 
floughter, a girl of some 15 years es- 
iqniped. The hired man, John Morri- 
son, confesses to have done the act. 
Friday evening he was playing foot- 
ball some four miles from the place 
he was working at, and left for his 
home at MeArthur’s about half past 
eleven. It would seem as though he 
had made up his mind to kill the fam- 
ily, abs he tock off his boots outside 
of the entrance to the house and when 
he entered the house had an axe with 
him. The murderer, Morrison, has 
been:living for some six or eight years 
in the district ana was considered a 
good and faithful servant. He was 
always of a quiet disposition and a 
good natured young fellow. He is of 
Scotch parentage, coming to the Terri- 
tories with the Gordon Brothers, caitle

This is the theory, but there has grown 
up a practice which brings about a 
directly contrary result. At a cer 
tain stage in the routine, when the 
jspecial business of the day is about to 
be commenced, it is allowable for at- 
tention to be drawn to matters of im- 
mediate and pressing importance. 
This deviation from the rule was no 
doubt allowed on tbe understanding 
thait only in cases of immediate and 
pressing importance should the rou- 
tine be interrupted, but under the able 
leatiership o? Sir Chas. Tupper to whom 
a mole hill is a mountain if it concerns 
himself or his friends, there has grown 
wp an abuse of the privilege which 
nmounts absoluteiy to blocking of the 
business of the day. Day after day 
when the speaker calls out “orders of 
the day” some member of the opposi- 
tion immediately gets up with a scrap 
of newspaper, a letter, a book, or any-- 
thing ait all, or possibly nothing at 
all, and exercises his priviiege of call- 
ing the attention of the government 
to the matter, trivial though it may 
be, and with no connection whatever 
with the proceedings before — parlia- 
ment.

OTTAWA CELEBRATES. 

Ottawa, June 2nd.,. 00. 

The premature report of the occupa- 
tien of Pretoria by Lord: Roberts reach- 
ed here: on Wednesday night about 
eleven o’clock and was made the occa- 
sion of such rejoicing as Ottawa has 
very seldom seen. The bells of the 
the members of par- 
liament sang “God Save the Queen,” 


by | boys aad men turned out on the sireets 


with fish horns and fire crackers and 
kept up the ceiebration until daylight. 
All day Thursday flags floated from 


every point of vantage in the city, the 
pron mae windows were dressed in 
flags and bunting, the street cars car- 
ried them, and all citizetis, particular- 
ly ‘the young ladies, wore them in end- 
less profusion and variety, except! that 
they were all British flags. But it 
was not till Thursday night that the 
towa actually broke loose. Long af 
ter twelve o’clock the streets were 


/throoged with thousands of people, 


soldiers marched, the bands played, 
fish horns sounded, fire crackerg boom- 
edijand fire works of every, description 
were let off in myriads. As far as 
noise could do it Ottawa showed its en- 
thusiasm ard appreciation of the good 
‘news which had come. The only draw- 
bark to the occasion was that the news 
was premature, <o say the least; but 
a littie thing like that did not inter- 
fere with the enthusiastic loyalty of 
Otitawa aud its desire to celebrateySo 
much steam has been let off on the 


premature repori that it is hard to; 


imagine what form of celebration the 
actual news of the eveat will occasion. 
Hawever, if the cvwlebration of the oc- 
(ulpation of Pretoria was a little pre- 
mature it was all right as celebrating 
the occupation of Johannesburg; and 
after all Johannesburg, as it was the 
beginning of the war; as its gold mines 
supported the Boers with the sinew of 
war; there is no doubt that its occu- 
pation by the Britisn marks the end of 
the effective carrying on of the war 
by| the Boers. Their supply of cash 
being cut off they will find fewer 
friends than when they could pay very 
handsomely for favors received with 
other peoples money. 

While it may have seemed silly that 
a whole city—and not one but many 
eities—should go wild as they. did over 
the supposed news of a final British 
victory. there is afier all a great rea- 

sonableness underlying this ehthu- 

siasm—and indeed there is great cause 
for it. Canada has invested the lives 
of three thousand of her sons in the 
cause of British supremacy in South 
Africa, and has backed the investment 
up with two and no doubt will hava to 
make itithree million of dollars; so that 
she has a good right to celebrate when 
success has been achieved. A point 
worth remembering in connection with 
the part taken by Canada in the strug- 
gle with South Africa is that though 
when the offer of the finst contingent 
was made it was not expected the war 
would have the serious results which 
ajfiiecwards occurred, the second cont 
tirgsnt was offered when the British 
camse was at its lowest ebb and when 
the enemies of Britain were already 
dividing her empire among them—in 
their minds. It is easy to imagind 
thajt out of a population of five or six 
millions three thousand men might be 
found from desire of adventure or per- 
sonal motives of one kind or another 
could be induced to offer their services 
in South Africa. But this was not the 
condition under which the Canadian 
contingents went. The men, did not 
enlist from personal motives or ° ‘for 
personal reasons, so much as to (show; 
that Britain’s quarrel was our quarrel, 
and that it was Canada’s place to help 
to see it through to final success at 
all costs of men or means. The three 
thousand Canadians in South Africa 
are of the hearts-blood of Canada, re- 
presenting the interests of the people 
in the cause in which they are fight- 
ing} and it is because they are so close 
to the hearts of the people that the 
enthusiasm over the reported success 
of the British cause is so universal and 
so overwhelming. The Canadians in 
South Africa have by their actions in- 
creased the prestige of Canada and of 
the empire throughout the world, The 
enthusiasm with which they were sent 
and/with which their every movement 
has been followed is as creditable in its 
way: to the people who have remained 
at home, for it bas been a pledge, to 
the empire and to the world that if 
more were needed more are ready.

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JULIAN RALPH’S IMPRESSIONS OF WAR. 
Juiian Ralph, the talented war cor- 
respondent, has returned io England 
after seven months with the troops 
in South Africa. In the following 
gtaphic manner he portrays the @if- 
ficulties of life at the front and pays 
the British troops a high comp!iment 
by describing the hardships Tommy 
undergoes in silence and perserverance 

“Battered externally, disordered in- 
sides, unable to digest food for weeks, 


nursing bruises and ailments, a half- 
dozen at once, I look upon this war as 
having ill repaid me for the kindly 
and jubilant {tone in which I have 
dealt. with it. And, oh, how sick of it 
I am—how deadly, unutterably sick 
I am of it. ‘ rd 

“The long months of sand diet and 
hard faring unjler Methuen took from 
me a stomach which an ostrich would 
have envied, and exchanged for it a 
second-hand, worn-out apparatus 
‘which turns upside down at the ap- 
proach cf any food except diluted 
milk. 

“A piece of Boer shell which hit me 
on the chest made me faint and weary 
for many days, and then a mode] meth- 
od of alighting from a Cape cart into 
a trenca, with the cart on top of'me, 
left me one-legged for five weeks, af- 
ter which I ‘found myself with a low- 
class, no-account jimb, in which I have 
no confidence. Upon my recovering 
this inferior and makeshift other leg, 
my horse shot me into a wire fence. 
which tore both arms into shreds 
painted one thigh like an omelet and 
the other like a South Alfrican sunset{ 
and leit me an internal] fracture which 
I mwuct kedp as a perpetual souvenir of 
what we are all beginning to speak of 
as ‘the bore war.’ : 

“Try, te wwxigine the spirits off a 
man fashioned in the image of his Cre- 
ator who finds himseif thus gradually 
Changing into an exhibit for a medical 
Tuseun, and you begin to obtain a 
glimpse of the fatigue with which I 
now view this war. 

“We all feel that we have seen by 
far the best and liveliest of it. There 
can be no new scenes or surroundings 
in what is to come.t The Boer will hide, 
the veldit will reach away, the valiant 
Briton will endure—on and on and on; 
no one knows how far; no one 
knows how long. There may be one 
more great battle (or there may not 
tbe}, And then we may see six months 
or a year of petty piffling guerrilla 
iwork—by little bands, all over -the 
veldt—and this final protracted stage 
will be attended by all the discomforts 
of campsigning im «a desert, which 
was introduced to us as baked and 
dusty Sahara, but is pow to be known 
as 2 wet, soggy expanse, growing 
wolder and colder, until, daily Cor 
(weeks, the pickets shall be found froz- 
en ta death at their posts. 

“What an outlook’! What a pros- 
pect for description by one who has 
geen it all and endured it all—excepi 
the cold. i 

“And then the private sicknessegs and 
accidents, and the public checks and 
ditfasters. How ali of it gets on one’s 
merves and grinds and tears them un- 
til ore loathes the break of a new. day, 
the recurrence of meal times, the daily 
sttiruggle with the censor over tha last 
petiy sniping; yes, even the bugle calls 
for bed. 

“We are all sick. Some ana sick 
with sickness; most are sick of the 
war. ard many are sick in both ways. 
I could forge thousands of signatures 
to that statement, and you might pub 
lish them, You would not hear a pro- 
test from any one.” 

Suich was the frame of mind in which 
he left Bloemfontein, “with its 2,500 
enteric patients, its maddening, dull, 
romtine of life.” 

But ais the train pulled out on its 
way to Norval’s Pont he saw a sight 


which seemed worse. In ~h{1 own 
words it was “nothing but an illimit- 
able spongy, stodgey bog, with a 


driving cold rain beating upon it. And 
iWving upon it, without tents, were 
soldiers—soldiers everywhere. Ment 
ally 1 asked forgiveness for having, 
during even one moment, thought o° 
my own discomforts and _ worries. 
Some of those men had beens here 
jfuanding the railway 2 whole month. 
They had begun the task immediately 
at the end of the awful strain of the 
field marshal’s progress from Gras 
Pan to -Bloemfontein, when they 
marched as no Europeans ever mar 
ched before, and were starved as non 
ever should be again. 

“Now the bitterly cold driving rain: 
had come and turned the veldt into a 
marsh, And here I found them like so 
many half-drowned rats, wet as the 
veldt beneath them, wet as the air 
mround them, shivering, playing drum 
‘unes with (their teeth, coughing, 
walking and stamping to keep warm 


~doing everything except complain- 
“I? My complaints? Why, be 
. : 


side those men I was duke with a pal- 
ace of comforts. And if I had their 


tomplaints to make instead of my' own, 


I should have been under and not on 
top of the wicked, cruel veldt. 


“And these were guards, mind‘ you 
—the first few thcusands spread over 
the finst few miles; grenadiers, Scots, 
Coldstreaams. ‘London pets’ you have 
often called them—‘tin scldiers’—and 
you haive laughed at them in your‘Lon- 
don homes and newspaper. Well, 
they did not complain at that, and they 
are not complaining at this. The of 
ficers were glad to take anything we 
could give them to read, and the men 
did not spurn Small efferings of tobac- 
co, but it is only just to say that:none 
of them asked for anything. ; 


“Down the line we came to a station 
and camp which presented a picture of 
musery as complete as any that I ever 
Saw in a Chinese slum, Whitechapel 
alley, or negro barracks in New York. 
It was misery pared down to the*raw, 
though none of its sufferers seemed 
aware of it. The beastly veldt was a 
mosaic of little pools and sodden tufts 
of sage. There were three - oi four 
fihelters. One, the largest, was made 
by throwing a tarpamlin sheet over two 
piles of boxes. It was only breast 
high and covered sopping wet ground, 
but it served as the messroom and re- 
treat for the officers, who came out, 
by the way, in their wringing wet 
clothes to ask us the usual shop-worn 
questions about the latest rumor that 
Mafeking was relieved, and another 
that Buller had done something. 

“I could see into their tent and no- 

ticed that they lived on bully beef, 
tinned milk, tea and jam—delicionis 
things for a picnic—if the picnic does 
not last seven months on end. 
“Each of the other two shelters was 
made by| thrawing a porous blue army 
blanket over a pole and pinning down 
the sides so as to make a burrow! two 
‘eet high and six feet long. It seem- 
ed 'to me that it must be slightly: wet- 
ter and a hundredfold more disagree- 
eble in such’ a hutch than out on’ the 
ve'}dt. It was out on the veldt that 
we saw the Tommies—the poor, ne- 
glected, all-suffering, woe-begone- 
looking, but none the less devil-may- 
care. 


“The Tommies were walking up and 
down in the rain. Their overcoats 
were not only soaking wet, but, for 
some strange military reason, were 
mplit behind straight up to the small of 
each man’s back, so as to expose all of 
cach leg to the wet. A few had put 
Nankets over their coats and were 
also walking, walking, walking. One 
was seated on a box with an audience 
of three others on boxes, and was sing- 


ing a music-hall ditty vigorously 
through his nose. Several who walked 
about were whistling. All seemed 


either very happy or reasonably so. 


“They had ‘been soaking wet and 
chilled to the bone for days. They 
cculd cook nothing, boil nothing, heat 
nothing, for not a dry thing with 
which to make a fire could be found 
upon the soaking veldt. They doubt- 
less had pleaty to eat, but it was all 
tinned stuff, and must have been tak- 
en cold and eaten each thing by itself, 
‘without a chance of making a tooth’ 
some combination. Plenty were dy- 
ing, plenty were sickening, others 
must have felt very uncomfortable; 
yet those who were of the mettle to 
survive were whistling, singing, and 
cracking jokes. They are welcome to 
crack one at me for speaking of my 
own troubles, where men have to live, 
as I saw, perhaps, 20,000 living, be- 
tween Bloemfontein and Norval’sf 


Pont.” 


THE END IN SIGHT. 

From London comes the word that 
popular opinion has proclaimed the ad- 
yent of vietory in South Africa. The 
nation has made up its mind that the 
war is over, that the prestige of Brit- 
ish arms is restored, that President 
Kruger is vanquished, that priceiess 
territory has been annexed, that hu- 
manity has not been staggered, and 
that led by that little Sir Galahad 
“Bobs,” Great Brilain’s army has 
fulfilled the most optimistic expecta- 
tions. It is scarcely surprising, in 
view of the bewildering rapidity of 
Lord Roberts’ progress during the 
past week, that the troubles stil] ahead 
of the army in South Africa receive 
only a passing thought. Neverthe- 
less, amoaozg the few serious minded, 
who have intimate knowledge of the 
Boers and the plans of the war office, 
there exists great apprehensions of 
developments in the near future. In 
the systematic retreat of the Boers 
they can see the possibility of long 
drawn ovt guerrilla fighting, treks in- 
to Rhodesia, internal organization in 
the Transvaal due io bandits, and a 
thousand and one lawless’ elements 
that evolve themselves from a het- 
arogenous army after it ceases to be- 
come an organized body. Some of the 
most acute authorities on South Af 
rican matters, say Major-General 
Frederick Carrington’s work in Rhot 
desia may oply begin when Lord 
Roberts’ finishes. Some  specula+ 
tions, however, can only be left for 
time to prove, and this war, so far, 
has abounded in surprises which 
have completely upset the surinises 
of those best fitted to express cpin- 
‘ons. 


Sn Sees 

For the purpose of ascertaining how 
long a balloon will remain aloft, the 
largest air ship ever constructed is be- 
ing built at Berlin. It will contain 
9,000 cubic centimetres and will carry 
125 ewt. Five aeronauts, - Herran, 
Berson, Zekeli and Koorag, Mr. Alex- 
agder, an Englishman. and one other 
will ascend July 15, planning to re- 
main aloft for weeks and to descend 
wherever finally carried. The balloon 
will be twice the size of Andre’s, 
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The Boer peace envoys were given :. 
mixed reception at Boston. 

Cape Town, May 31.—Gen. Warren, 
with 700 men, occupied a strong de- 
fensive position at Fabersput on May 
29. At dawn he found that he was 
purrounded and was fiercely attacked 
by: 1,000 rebels. The horses were 
stampeded but the force concentrated 
and ths Boers were repulsed, A small 
party in a ‘garden continued to fight 
tenaciously, but evacuated as the 
charge began, leaving a number 
of wounded.

The so-called “irish” brigade of the 
Boer army, or at Jeast. a goodly por- 
tion of that body, came to an igno- 
minots finale the otber day at Kroon- 
stad, to judge by the cable reports.\It 
seems that when the Boers garrison- 
ing the tires at Krooustad found that 
their position was in danger of being 
taken in the flank by the forces under 
Lord Roberts they retreated with 
considerable speed, jeaving behind 
therm a quantity of stores and am- 
munition of war. The Irish brigade, 
however, preferred to refresh them- 
selves with some rum that formed a 
portion of the abandoned stores, and 
partaking not w isely but too well, fell 
an eas yprey to Lord Roberts’ advance 
puard. It is doubtful if there = are 
many real Irishmen in the brigade. It 
was stated at the outset of the war 
that the brigade included a number 
toughs of Johannes- 
burg, Considering that {rishmen in 
the Transvaal received no better 
treatment at the hands of the Boer 
atuthorities; but, indeed, rather worse 
on account of their being Catholics, 
it seems incredible that any could be 
found to suppert the Boer cause.

Hon. Joseph Chamberlain recently 
addressed a meeting of his electors in 
Birmingham on politicai questions. Na-

the government are ready to accept 
the conclusion of this war and upon 
which they are perfectly ready to take 
the opinion of the country.

ence which they have so grossly abus- 
ed.

‘That is not a bad 
fate for them. They will not be worse 
aff than the people of Canada or ihe 
people of Australia. And we do not 
hear many complaints from either of 
these twe great commonwealths. Their 
individual liberties wili be preserved,

tation and disaffection in our colonies, 
that independence, that separaie exist- 
ence shall no longer be tolerated.

The following interesting letter was 
received by M. McCauley, M. L. A., 
from his son, A. J. H. McCauley, who 
is with the Mounted Rifles in South 
‘Alfrica. The letter was written from 
Bethany, in the Orange Free State, on 
April 27th, Bethany, is on the rail- 
way line about 40 miles south of 
Bloerafontein: 

“We arrived here this morning and 
are not going to move until to-mop- 
row. The country is getting nicer 
and not quite so much sand.’ Leaving 
Springfontein on the 25th, we rode our 
horses on the march, passing through 
Jagersfontein and Edenburg on ithe 
way. The towns are nearly deserted, 


the stores being barred up and houses 


empty. Nearly every farm we passed

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THE GRAIN TRADE. 

On Wednesday in the Commons the 
vill respecting the grain trade in 
Manitoba and the West came up for 
third reading. The following is a port 
tion of the debate from Hansard: 


The Miuister of Inland Revenue (Sir 
Henri Joly de Lotbiniere) moved: 

That the order for the third reading 
of bill (No, 141) respecting the grain 
trade in the inspection district of 
Manitoba be discharged, and that the 
dill be recommitied for the purpose of 
inserting the following amendment at 
the erd ef clamse 40: “Except that in 
the case of each such adcitional ware- 
house the land upon which the building 
ts to be erected and the siding or spur 
required to reach it shall be provided 
by, ur at the expense of, the person 

or persons to whom the building be- 
longs.” 

Mr. Nicholas Flood Davin, (West As- 
finiboia). Mr. Speaker, it seems to me 
that would completely nullify the 
dperation of this clause. I think thai 
all this clamse is intended to obtain 
would be greatly modified by that. It’ 
would, in fact, make some of the con- 
cessions of this clause a futility, be- 
cause you never can expect that farms 
ers who want additional warehouse 
would go to the expense, or would be 
able to go to the expense, of putting 
in a siding and paying for the land. I 
t(@prehend that the danger in the 
mind of the railway company that this 
is intended to guard against would 
hardly ever arise, because if this bill 
be made the kind of bill it oughii to 
be made there will be very little using 


of flat- warehouses at all. But 
having the right to erect 
flat: warehouese where there 
is aN absolute necessity is a lev- 


erage that will place the elevator men 
in the position of conceding what is ab- 
Solutely needed by justice as regards 
the farming community. I could not 
eencur in the amendnrent. ‘ 

The Prime Minister (Sir Wilfrid, 
Lofurier). Mr. Speaker, I would call 
the aittention of the House to the bill 
which we pow have before us and the 
motion which has been made by the 
hon. Minister of Inland Revenue (Sir 
Henri de Lotbiniere). Let me call at- 
tention to clause 49, and read it so 
that we may understand where we are. 
Clause 40 reads as follows: 

40. On written application to the 
commissioner by ten farmers residing 
within forty miles of their nearest 
shippieg point, he may give permis- 
sion to any person to ¢rect, under the 
provisions of this Act a flat warehouse 
covered with metal cf not less than 
3,000 bushels capacity, with power to 
enlarge the same should necessity re- 
quire it, at such shipping point. Such 
flat warehouse shali be erected on the 
railway company’s premises aiter 
getting location of a siding, and the 
railway company shall be compelled to 
give such locaition with siding on its 
premises, in some place of convenient 
access, to be approved of by the com- 
missioner, al a rentai not greater than 
that charged to standard elevators. 
If, in the judgment of the commissions 
er, more than one such warehouse is 
tequired at a slation, one or more ad- 
ditional warehouses may be authorized 
by: him, and in such case all the pro- 
visions of +his section shall apply to 
the egpstruction of such warehouses. 

I think the clause may be recast in 
some way so as to make it clearer, 
but the point to whch I wish to call 
the attention of the House is this: The 
ql, as it was introduced, provided for 
the erection of ..1t warehouses on the 
premises of the Yailway. company { This 
provision has Deen made necessary e- 
cause of the condilion of things which 
now prevails in the Northwest Terri- 
tories: At the outset of my reiaarks 
on this ma‘ter, I would say that I 
think a]! parties in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories should understand that there 
is no one interest hsre which ought to 
be independent of ali the others. The 
producers are not. independent of the 
carriers, the carriers are not 
independent of the producers, but the 
producers in order to have the benefit 
of their labor must have the assistance 
of the carriers, and the carriers, of 
course, nust have their profit out of 
the producers--a legitimate profit it 
must be. But, in order to have this re- 
sult it is impossible to admit that any 
one interest must have exclusive con- 
sideration at +he expense of any oth- 
er interest, The producers of the 
Northwest Territories owe a _ great 
deal to the railway companies. With- 
out the railway companies they would 
rot have been in a gfosition to have 
their wealth taken to the marketw of 
the world. They owe a great deal al- 
so to the clevator companies. Withs 
out the elevator companied they 
would rot have been able to dispose 
of their grain as they have been able 
to do. While they owe a great deal 
to the railway companies, and while 
they owe a great deal fo the elevator 
pompanies, at the same time, there has 
arisen a condition of things in which 
the elevator comyanies cannot sup 
ply the wants of the producers ade- 
quately at the present moment and 
new provisious have to be brought in- 
to the law so as to give the producers 
the benefit of more elevatcr space and 
accommodation. It has been found ne- 
cessary, after due consideration of the 
matter, to give the producers of the 
Northwest Territories the right to 
erect elevators of their own to be, in 
a maoner, independent of the existing 
companies. The bill, as introduced, 
provided for the erection of one flat 
warehouse at a station. The railway 
company has been forced to give ‘the 
site, to give the accommodation and 
the siding which may be necessary. 
But, when the bill was befere the com- 
mittee the other day, it was thought 
“dvisable to give power to the farmers 

£ the Northwest Territcries to erect 
more warehouses if they saw fit. And 
this amendment was introduced into 
the bill: 

If, in the judgment of ihe. commis- 

swoners, More than one such ware- 
house is required at a station, one or 
more additional warehouses may b 
euthorized by him, and in such case 


all the provisions of this section shall 
apply to the construction of such ware- 
houses. 3 

This bill puts it in the power of any 
ten. farmers in the Norihwest Terri- 
tories to put upon the land of the rail- 
Way company one, two, three, four or 
five elevators, or ten, if necessary. It 
empowers them to prt their elevators 
on the land of the company whether 
it is convenient for the company or 
not, whether it might invoive the con- 
Sequence of having their whole space 
covered with elevators and compel 
them also to give all the sidings that 
may be necessary for the purpose. That 
is to give very extraordinary powers, 


and powers which, if carried out to. 


their full extent, would wnean confisca- 
tion. It is not in the spirit of British 
legislation to give power over one 
man’s land to another man unless ade- 
quote compensation is provided for it. 
The object of ithe amendment is simply 
to provide that if a number of farmers 
wane to have additional elevators, they 
shrill have to pay for it. They will be 
able to compel the railway compan to 
give them the land and to give them 
the siding, but as the biil is row, it 
is not sufficiently provided tant{ (his 
shall be done at the expense of the 
parties who shall be benefitied by it. 
The amendment is one which, I think, 
commends itself to the judgment: of 
the House, and although it may not 
be fiaal in its wording, we can change 
it in commit‘ee. it says: } 

Except that in the case of each such 


j addtional warehouse, the land upon 


which the building is to be erectedand 


the siding er spur to reach it, shall- 


be provided by or at the expense of the 
person or persons to whom the build- 
ing belongs. ‘ 

The object is not to prevent the 
farmers from having additional ware- 
houses. They have only to apply to 
the commfssioner, and if the commis- 
sioner thinks the demand is legitimate, 
he can compel the railway to afford 
them all facilities, but at the same 
time the amendment provides that all 
this should not be done at the expense 
of the company, but at the expense 
of the parties for whose benefit the 
work is iftended. That is to say, 
that the company shall not be com- 
pelied to give the lard and build the 


| sidiogs for these warehouses without 


compensation. I would! suggest that 
the whole section should be carefully 
eousidered in committee. What, I call 
nittention to now is, not so much’ the 
warding of the amendment as the 
spirit in which it is conceived. There 
is nothing in the amendment to pre- 
vent the farmers of the Territories to 
have one, or five.or ten, or any{ unli- 
mited number of flat warehouses 
which they may require. The only 
thing which is scaght is: That this 
should not{ be a burden upon the rail- 
way company without their having 
proper compensation. The amend- 
ment is simply intended to carry out 

the principles of justice which are un+ 
derstood in afl British countries ° 
that no proprietor ought to be com- 
pelied to part with his property unless 
he receives some compensation. It is 
in amendment in the sense of sub- 
dantial justice, and it is therefore, 
in the spirit of fair-play to all parties, 
to the farmers, who want an addit- 
ional elevator on the one hand, and on 
the other hand to the railway compan- 
ies, which shall not be compelled ‘to 
give their land and labour ualess 
they receive adequate compensation, 

Mr. Oliver (Alberta)... Iam _ sorry 
thot I can not see this amendment in 
the light in which the right Hon.Prime 
Minister sees it. I cannot see it in the 
light of fair-play to the settler, nor 
vata I see that there is not in it a de- 
sire to prevent the erection cf as 
mony {lat warehouses as may be neces- 
sary or desirable. It is because I see 
the amendment in a directly contrary 
light to that of the Prime Minister} 
that I oppose it. I understand the 
pu~pose of this amendment to be essen- 
tially, unfairness to the farmer and 
1 desire to prevent the erection of 
iuny more than one flat warehouse at a 
certain point. I am sorry to say that 
[ have to dissent from the view taken 
by the right hon. the premier in more 
peints than this. I deny that there 
are jseveral separate interests in 
the Northwest. The carrying interest, 
the mercantile, and the producing in- 
terest are identical. It is the inter- 
est of the producer, upon which) ithe 
other interests depend. They can 
only exist by reason of the produces, 
and from my point of view when we 
consider the best interests of the pro- 
ducer we thereby consider the best in- 
terests of the merchant and of the 
tramsportation companys. 

Now, as to the idea of confiscation 
in demanding the right to erect flat 
warehouses upon the railway property; 
[I deny in the finst place that the right 
of way of the railway company is the 
private property of the railway com- 
pany, any more than any of the prop- 
erty of the railway is its private prop- 
erty for its private purposes. It is the 
property of the railway company for a 
public purpose. The railroad is the 
property of the company for the pur- 
pose of transportation. It is not the 
private property of the company to be 
used as the company may please. nd 
no more is the right of way the pri- 
vate property of~the company to be 
used as the company may please. The 
right of way of the railway company 
belongs to the railway company for the 
purpose of being used in connection 
with transportation over that railway. 
Our demand is) that we shall have the 
right to use the right of way for the 
purpose of promoting transportation 
over the railway. We deny that there 
is any confiscation in such a proposi- 
tion. The railroad company does not 
buy property for its own private pur- 
poses; ic buys property for transporta- 
tion purposes under the laws and reg- 
ulations passed by this House and this

The provision in the 
bill originally was of no practical bene- 
‘it,-and I showed how it was necessary 
to extend the time from four days to 
a full week. For instance, if I should 
want to load a car of 1,000 bushels, 
then in view of my distance from the 
nearest shipping point it would ret 
quire me six days, driving four teams 
forty miles a day, in order to accom- 
plish it within the time aliowed at first 
in the bill, and that isa state of things 
which any one who knows anything 


about Northwest farming can easily 
see would be entirely impracticable. 
Let me emphasize this point. The 


work of the reyal commission through- 
out the country was valuable. It;has 
given us a mass of important eyi- 
dence. I had an opportunity of be 
ing present ait the great majority of 
the meetings: I had the privilege of 
having certain parties subpoenaed and 
I had the privilege of cross-question- 
ing them, and I know very well ‘the 
nature of the evidence that was sub- 
mitted to the royal commission. \ I 
there was one thing more than’ an- 
other that marked the whole trend of 
the evidence it was this: That from 
one end to the other there ought to be

The decision of the 
royal commission anent clause 40, 
I am satisfied, has been largely modi- 
fied by the influence of the grain trade 
at Winnipeg. It has the stamp cf the 
grain trade wpon it. Every part of it 
indicates, that they meant that this 
flat warehouse business should be a 
with so many restrictions as would 
make it a failure. We have in com- 
mittee of the whole House, introduced 
certain improvements in clause 40, that 
will make it somewhat more present- 
able to the people, but why ehduld 
there be only one flat warehouse ? One 
flat warehouse t¢ a radius of country 
extending from 10 to 30 miles is only 
an insult. It would not accoramodate 
the ten parties who might make ap- 
My own idea of this 


apen. There is too much specificaition 
now in clause 40. It should be left per- 
fectly open so that if people wish to 
ship their own grain in car lotsthey 
should have the privilege to do so. I 
could specify farmers in my own dis- 
trict who could save $609 a year if 
they had the privilege of shipping di. 
rectly through cars to the commis- 
sion merchant at Fort William. They 
would save elevator fees, and escape 
the dockages under which they have 
labored and under which they have 
complained for many years. If ¢hey 
have business capacity to ship their 
grain to commission merchants thro- 
ugh car lots why should they not have 
the privilege todo so. I am opposed fo 
any farther restrictions being placed 
on clause 40. Apparently the idea is 
here that q flat warehouse is a very 
bad thing if it is under the control 
of the farmers, but it is all right if 
it is in the possession of an elevator 
fampany or a milling company in 
Manitoba or the Northwest Territor- 
ies. I would remind the House of the 
fact, that there are a number of flat 
warehouses in use and have always 
been in use by elevator and milling 
companies, and we hear nothing about 
them in this parliament. They are 
harmless; they are useful; they are 
all right. But when it comes that a 
flat warehouse is to be used by a farm 
er or by' a smali dealer, then it is not 
a thing that ought to be allowed. It 
is high time that that idea should dis- 
appear.
